Two tornadoes zipped down 
near the Central Georgia town

RAIL MUSEUM 


A ride on a railway train has now be­ 
come a rarity for most citizens of De­ 
catur County. 
Countless school children and young 
people have never taken a trip on a train. 
Even before the James Whitcomb Ri­ 
ley was re-routed, Penn Central manage­ 
ment abandoned a stop for passengers 
at Greensburg. 
To meet this deficiency, the Indiana 
Rail Museum, now based in Greensburg, 
is planning an extended program of 
week-end trip rides during the 1974 sea­ 
son. 
Actually, the rail museum group has 
assembled an extensive volume of usable 
railway equipment. 
Some of this will be utilized for the 
nine-mile round trips between Greens­ 
burg and Sandusky during week-ends in 
the summer months. Other equipment 
will be on display. 
During less than three months in 1973, 
the rail museum transported an estimat­ 
ed 7,500 passengers on the nine-mile ex­ 
cursions. 
The Indiana Railway Museum was 
based at Westport at the time of organi­ 
zation in 1961. A sizable amount of vol­ 
unteer assistance enabled the museum 
group to offer a two-mile trip to a point 
west of Westport as well as the return 
trip. This included passing over a scenic 
wooden trestle. 
However, Penn Central management 
made a decision that made a move from 
the base at Westport mandatory. After 
the railroad announced its decision to 
abandon its track from Westport to 
Greensburg, preceded earlier action in 
abandoning the track from Westport to 
North Vernon, the rail museum group 
had no alternative but to move to Greens­ 
burg. 
Fortunately, it was possible to ar­ 
range a lease that provides use of the 
track from Greensburg to Sandusky dur­ 
ing weekends. 
The rail museum group plans several 
improvements in switching and in devel­ 
oping a yard on the 17-acre tract facing 
Road 150 N and south of Interstate 74, 
purchased in 1973. Considerable work 
will be required to get equipment in 
readiness for the summer season in 1974. 
While the rail museum project has ex­ 
perienced numerous problems during the 
past 13 years, it appears to be established 
on a firmer basis now. 
In fact, it has the potential of becom­ 
ing a tourist attraction for this commun­ 
ity. — Greensburg News,

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
little guy is buried in the small 
country graveyard surrounded 
by the encroaching urbanization 
that contributed to his violent 
death. 
When Edward E. Thomas was 
a little boy, his grandfather had 
nicknamed him Twig. He w'as 
small of stature as a child and 
in adulthood was less than aver­ 
age in height. His mother, Maud, 
died when he was small and his 
older sisters, aunts and grand­ 
mother filled in with 'the loving 
kindness of a. mother. 
To Twig, the sometimes phy­ 
sically hard farm life in which 
he grew up in the Shiloh, com­ 
munity 
of 
eastern 
Hendricks 
County, centered around t h e 
Shiloh Methodist Church grave­ 
yard where his beaten and stab­ 
bed body now lies, was the one 
he preferred. 
Even in his adult years when 
he worked as a country black­ 
smith and later as maintenance 
supervisor 
in 
an Indianapolis 
foundry, the open fields, woods 
and streams were his favorite 
haunts. 
He would slip away from his 
family dinners at Thanksgiving 
and Christmas to go hunting. 
His “ farm ” work was limited 
to a garden back of the farm ­ 
house home where he lived as 
a child and to which he return­ 
ed in adulthood. 
Slowly the wave or urbaniza­ 
tion spread around the farm. A 
huge railroad yards absorbed 
much of the farmland he had 
known and loved. In place of 
the 
scattered 
farmhouses 
in 
which lived families of people 
he knew, were many new hous­ 
es containing strangers. 
Ed was a shy man always, 
but 
friendly. 
His 
red 
hair 
thinned and the freckles faded. 


The factory job ended when city 
construction work led to demo­ 
lition of the foundry and he fi­ 
nally found work as a filling sta­ 
tion attendant. Jobs for m e n 
approaching 60 were not easy 
to find. 


The station along busy U.S. 
36 was a neighborhood loafing 
point. It did not occur to him 
to expect deaih from the hands 
of a neighbor, but according to 
investigation by the M a r i o n 
County sheriff's detectives, this 
may have been what happen­ 
ed. 


A 20-year - old. neighbor hod 
youth has signed a confession 
that because of narcotic addic­ 
tion, he beat and stabbed to 
death the filling station atten­ 
dant with whom he had visited 
between comings and going of 
cars on and off the busy high­ 
way. 


Now the story for the onetime 
farm boy, ends with a grave 
behind the church he attended 
as a boy.
